Hamlin, Minn., Sept. 14.—The 
country at large will not care 30 
cents to find out the exact figures 
or even the approximate figures 
of any campaign fund, said Aaron 
S. Watkins, prohibition (findidate 
for president, in a speech at the 
Minnesota state fair recently. 
“ It is said by some that all the 
national elections since the civil 
war have followed the line 
of 
largest contributions,” Mr. Wat­ 
kins continued. 
“ The_fact that 
the side with the largest campaign 
fund has usually won may be a 
case of cause and effect, because a 
going concern always attracts fol­ 
lowers. The real questions of this 
year are the league of nations, the 
labor problem and the extinction 
of th liquor traffic.”
